Turks hold Swiss 
consul’s assailant 


ISTANBUL (R) — Turkish sec- 
urity police have detained a man 
in connection with the gunshot 
wounding of Swiss Consul- 
General Hans Freiburghaus here 
on June 1 9, officials said Saturday. 
They were quoted by the semi- 
official Anatolian news agency as 
saying .Remzi Bozkurt, 25, had 
confessed to the attack, saying he 
was angry at having been refused a 
Swiss visa. Mr. Freiburghaus, 62. 
was shot in the thigh and shoulder 
in his office in die city’s Tesvfldye- 
area and is now recovering in Swi- 
tzerland. 


S. African mourners 
defy emergency law 

JOHANNESBURG (AP) — 
Defying a new government eme- 
rgency decree banning mass fun- 
erals, hundreds of chanting mou- 
rners on Saturday buried 11 vic- 
tims erf black unrest in a tense Eas- 
tern Cape township. But the ser- 
vice in Zwide township, outside 
Port Elizabeth, was restrained by 
the white -minority government’s 
attempts to pot an end to black 
funerals turning into mass protests 
against apartheid. Some 1,500 
mourners crammed inside 
Zwide' s old Apostolic Church, 
heeding warnings by organisers 
not to openly flout Wednesday's 
decree which buns open-air fun- 
erals, flags, banners, processions 
and political speeches. It also sti- 
pulates that funerals must be for 
only one person (Seestory on page 
8 ). 
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King, Arafat discuss 

joint stand at summit

AMMAN — 'His Majesty King Hussein and 
Palestine Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Chairman Yasser Arafat held intense talks 
on Saturday “to coordinate positions and 
moves" during an extraordinary Arab 
summit due to convene in Casablanca on 
Aug. 7, according to senior Palestinian off- 
icials. 


The talks between the two lea- 
ders were followed by a meeting 
by the Palestinian leadership 
which continued late into Sat- 
urday nigfat; the officials said. 

Attending the talks were His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince 
Hassan, Prime Minister Zaid 
Rifat, Court Minister Adnan Abu 
Odeh, Armed Forces 
Commander-In-Chief General 
Sharif Zaid Ibn Shaker, Foreign 
Minister TaherAl Masri, Director 
of the Intelligence Department 
Tareq A1 Allaeddin, Secretary 


General of the Royal Court Rajai 
Dajani, Palestine National Cou- 
ncil (PNC) Speaker Sheikh Abdul 
Hamid AT Saeh, Deputy militaiy 
commander of the PLO Khalil A1 
Wazir, PLO Executive Com- 
mittee members Elia Khoury, 
Brigadier Abdul Razaq A1 Yahya 
and Mohammad Milhem and 
Fateh Central Committee mem- 
ber and Mr. Arafat’s political adv- 
isor, Hani A1 Hassan. 

Following the meeting, the Jor- 
danian News Agency, Petra, said 
that die talks covered “issues to be 


discussed at the Casablanca con- 
ference and means to make it a 
successful summit" 

Palestinian officials told the 
Jordan Times that both sides were 
anxious to come out with “ide- 
ntical positions on different issues 
that might be raised during the 
conference or at least to reach a 
mutual understanding of each 
others’ positions." 

Jordanian and Palestinian off- 
icials have repeatedly said that 
they would not submit to the 
summit the Feb. 11 agreement 
between Jordan and PLO for dis- 
cussion and approval. They ind- 
icated. however, that they would 
not sidestep any questions raised 
and explanations sought by other 
Arab states on the agreement 
Mr. Arafat flew in from Tunis 
late Friday night and was joined 
by the high-level Palestinian del- 
egation which attended his mee- 
ting with the King and senior Jor- 
danian officials on Satuixlay. The 
meeting was held at AJ Nadwa 
Palace and included a working 
luncheon.

130 die in Dallas air crash: 
lightning said to be the cause 


DALLAS, Texas (Agencies) — 
At least 13Q people were killed 
when a Delta Airlines wide- 
bodied jet with 161 people on. 
board crashed' Friday. night on 
final approach to Dallas-Fort 
Worth airport during a violent- 
rain storm. 

Of tire 28 passengers and three 
crew members who survived, 
about 26 were taken to hospital 
with injuries ranging from light to 
criticaL At least two victims died 
in hospital, official sources said. 


Some passengers walked away 
from die crash apparently uns- 
cathed. Two dogs were found 
apparently unharmed in their tra- 
vm cages among die wreckage. - 
Officials said -all die survivors 
- -were believed to have been acting 
in the rear section of the aircraft, 
which remained intact while die 
front section was tom apart. 

At die time of the crash, the 
Lockheed TriStar, Flight 191 
. from Fort Lauderdale, Florida, to 
Los Angeles, was about to land at 


Dallas -Fort Worth where it was 
scheduled to take on fuel and pick 
up additional passengers. 

The area had been affected by 
severe thunderstorms and at least 
one bolt of lightning crashcd- in 
front of the aircraft as it app- 
roached runway 17R, witnesses 
told Reuter. 

But officials said it was not dear 
whether lightning actually struck 
the plane or whether a vertical

Uganda 

reopens 

frontiers 

KAMPALA (AP) — Uganda’s 
land borders reopened Saturday , a 
week after a military coup ousted 
the civilian government of Pre- 
sident M3 ton Obote. and customs 
and immigration officials began 
clearing long lines of trucks str- 
anded at frontier posts. 

“ The aitpons of the East African 
state, however, remained dosed 
to all but specifically cleared 
flights. 

A Nairobi-based journalist who 
telephoned the Entebbe int- 
ernational airport was told by a 
military officer that Western rep- 
orters were not welcome in Uga- 
nda and that they should stay in 
Kenya “to spread lies.” There are 
no Western journalists per- 
manently based in Uganda. 

The official radio also ann- 
ounced, meanwhile, that a newly 
formed military council headed by 
lieutenant General Tito OkeUo, 
formerly armed forces com- 
mander, was still in die process of 
frying to form a “broadly based

Army-PSP clashes 
reerupt in Beirut 


BEIRUT (AP) — The Lebanese 
army battled with militiamen of 
(he Progressive Socialist Party 
(PSP) in hills above Beirut Sat- 
urday, a day after Israeli jets att- 
acked an east Lebanon base of a 
pro-Syrian group drat claimed 
seven suicide bombings of Israeli' 
targets. 

As the duels reached a peak at 
dawn, Beirut was jolted with con- 
secutive thunderous blasts of cra- 
shing shells. 

Several rockets crashed into 
mountain resorts northeast of Bei- 
rut But there was no immediate 
word on casualties. 

The fighting, which broke out 
shortly after midnight (2100 
GMI) continued through the 
morning as both sides ignored 
repeated calls for a ceasefire. 

The army and the PSP militia 
have clashed often around the str- 
ategic mom) tain top army garrison 
of SouqAI Ghaib,.

Shtoura was the scene Friday of 
Israel's ninth air raid in Lebanon 
this year.

15 die in French train collision 


FLAUJAC GARE, France (AP) — Two trains barrelled into 
each other Saturday near a station in south-central France, killing 
at least 15 people and injuring about ISO. over 30 of them 
seriously, officials said. The gendarmerie in Cahorso seat of Fra- 
nce’s rural Lot region where the accident occurred, said 15 bodies 
had been identified “and there will certainly be more." Rescuers 
at the scene, the village of Flaujac Gare. said 1 8 bodies had been 
.pulled from the train. Gendarmes from around the region, fir- 
efighters and ambulance workers were helping in the rescue. The 
two trains, a passenger train and an “autoraiP made up of a 
locomotive and two passenger cars, collided between 4 p.m. 
( 1400 GMT) and 4:15 p.m. (1415 GMT) while travelling on the 
same track just outside the station at Flaujac Gare, the state-run 
train authority in Paris said.

C5. spokesman said in Was- 
hington on Friday that Mr. Whi- 
tehead’s visit was not aimed at 
conducting any official talks with 
Arab or Israeli leaders. Secretary 
of State George Shnltz instructed 
Mr. Whitehead to make the visit to

Milhem: 
AI Najah 
closure is 
part of 
organised 
campaign

AMMAN — Mohammad Mil- 
hem, member of the Palestine 
Liberation Organisation (PLO) 
Executive Committee and dir- 
ector of the PLO Higher Edu- 
cation Department, Saturday 
condemned the Israeli closure of 
Al Naiah University in the occ- 
upied West Bank town of Nablus 
for two months and described it as 
politically motivated. 

In a statement to the Jordan 
Times, Mr. Milhem said it was the 
second time within one year that 
the Israeli occupation authorities 
closed the university after bre- 
aking into the university campus 
and harassing students and staff 
under false pretexts. Mr. Milhem 
also cited the Israeli refusal to 
issue work permits to 34 ins- 
tructors from Gaza University and 
said the Israeli aim at paralysing 
Palestinian educational ins- 
titutions and preventing them 
from performing their duties. 

“While viewing with deep con- 
cern the oppressive Israeli mea- 
sures against our universities. we 
see that they come within an org- 
anised campaign launched to sat- 
isfy the terrorisf tendencies of the 
Jewish settlers with the aim of cre- 
ating an atmosphere of terror and 
violence and a series of steps 
aimed at waging a new war of con- 
frontation against our unarmed 
people," Mr. Milhem said. 

He called on all international 
institutions and organisations and 
all peace-loving nations to “stand 
by tiie Palestinian people and to 
put an end to the aggressive focist 
attacks on them." 

Such attacks, he said, aim at 
covering up for the failure of the 
successive Israeli governments to 
remedy their economic, financial 
and social crises and their rep- 
eated attempts to solve (heir int- 
ernal disputes at the expense of 
Arab citizens and their national 
rights." he said. 

The secretary general of the 
Arab Universities Union (AUU) 
also condemned the Israeli aut- 
horities’ closure of Al Najah Uni- 
versity. 

In a message to the United Nat- 
ion secretary general, the United

AMMAN (Petra) — The Cabinet 
held an ordinary session on Sat- 
urday and approved regulations 
covering new appointments in var- 
ious ministries and departments 
for the fiscal year 1985. 

Uader the regulations, 3,368 
new posts will be established, 
1 .688 of them in the Ministry of 
Education to cope with the need 
for new teachers at newly- 
established schools in various 
parts of the country and to make 
up for the difference in the num- 
ber of teachers in some schools 
during the last scholastic years. 

A total of 1,552 posts will be 
established in the Ministry of Hea- 
lth to meet shortages in health ser- 
vices and to upgrade (he standard 
of services at hospitals, clinics, and 
health centres. 

Another 128 posts will be est- 
ablished in other ministries arid 
departments. The Cabinet has 
also approved tire cancellation of 
1S7 posts included in 1984 app- 
ointment lists. 

The newly-established posts 
will cost the treasury JD 
1 .6 1 6, 000 un til the end of the year 
1985. 

The Cabinet also charged the 
Ministry of Finance to coordinate 


with other ministries and dep- 
artments to redistribute posts and 
employees according to tiie actual 
needs so that tiie need for emp- 
loyees by any ministry or dep- 
artment wQl be covered from sur- 
pluses in other ministries and dep- 
artments. 

The Cabinet also decided to all- 
ocate JD 546.000 for the con- 
struction of stadiums and sport 
facilities in various parts of the 
country. Thirteen cities and towns 
throughout Jordan will benefit 
from the decision; including 
Zarqa, Ma'an, Ramtita, Jerash. 
Mafraq. Sait, Aqaba. Karak, 
Mazar, TafQeta and North Sho- 
uneh, in addition to the Sports 
City where an athletic playground 
will be constructed at a cost of JD 
50,000 and a tae-kwan-do hall in 
Amman at the cost of JD 50.000. 

Prime Minister Zaid Al Rafai 
asked the ministries of youth and 
municipal and rural affairs and the 
environment to coordinate with 
municipalities and local councils 
to benefit from these allocations 
and to implement these projects 
immediately. 

The alloration of this amount, 
he said,' comes within a com- 
prehensive national plan aimed at 


reviving die youth movement in 
Jordan and providing the youth 
with a better atmosphere and care. 

During Saturday's session, the 
Cabinet appointed three rep- 
resentatives of the government in 
the board of directors of the Jor- 
dan Glass Factories Co. (JGFC). 
The representatives are Ministry 
of Energy and Mineral Resources 
Under-Secretary Ibrahim Bad ran. 
Dr. Kama! Khudeir and the dir- 
ector of trade at the Ministry of 
Industry and Trade, Mr. Shawki 
Haddadin. 

Another decision taken by the 
Cabinet on Saturday was to aut- 
horise the Royal Scientific Soc- 
iety (RSS) to sign a technical inf- 
ormation agreement with the 
West German Friedrich Ebert 
Foundation. 

Under the agreement, some of 
the RSS staff will receive training 
at the foundation. 

The Cabinet also endorsed a $5 
million loan agreement between 
the Jordanian government and the 
United States Agency for Int- 
ernational Development 
( USAID). The loan will be used to. 
finance die development of agr- 
iculture in highlands. 


5 SLA 
men killed 
in attack 

BEIRUT (Agencies) — Five 
gunmen of the Israeli-backed 
South Lebanon Army (SLA) were 
killed and six injured in a dash 
with militiamen of the “Popular 
Liberation Army" Friday night. 
Beirut Radio said Saturday. 

According to security sources 
quoted by Reuter a PLA fighter 
was killed and two were wounded 
in the clash at Kfar Falous, 13 kil- 
ometres east of Sidon. 

Beirut Radio said two anti- 
Israeli resistance men were killed 
and two wounded Friday night 
when they were ambushed by the 
SLA on tiie edge of Israel's self- 
styled “security zone" in South 
Lebanon. An Israeli military sou- 
rce quoted by the Assodated 
Press said seven SLA men were 
also wounded in thejEtrefight. 

Unidentified gunmen on Sat- 
urday shot dead a militiaman in 
the centre of the South Lebanese 
port of Sidon, security sources 
were quoted as saying by Reuter. 
They said one of the attackers 
fired a dozen pistol rounds at 
Mohammad Saba Ayun, a mem- 
ber of the PLA, before escaping 
with an accomplice in a car. 

On Friday. Israeli warplanes 
attacked the headquarters of a 
pro-Syrian party that has claimed 
responsibility for seven suicide car 
bombings of Israeli targets. The 
group said several leaders got out 
before the raid 

The Syrian Nationalist Soda! 
Party (SNSP) said two of its mil- 
itiamen were killed and four wou- 
nded m the raid Friday. It was the 
second Israeli air strike at a com- 
mando base in the Syrian- 
controlled Bekaa Valley this 
week. 

Shtaura is 16 kilometres west of 
tiie Syrian border in the Bekaa, 
where Syria maintains 25,000 tro- 
ops. 

Militia officials said four high- 
flying F-4 phantoms came in high 
at Shtaura and two swooped in on 
the two-storey building while the 
others flew cover. 


New vehicle insurance 
regulations take effect 


AMMAN (Petra) — Third party 
insurance s compulsory on all 
vehicles registered in Jordan and 
operating in Jordan including tra- 
nsit cars and the new regulation 
took effect as of Aug. 1, the dir- 
ector of the insurance control 
department at the Ministry of 
Industry and Trade, Radi Ibr- 
ahim. said Saturday. 

Mr. Ibrahim said that following 
the issue of a Royal Decree end- 
orsing the regulation the min- 
istry's insurance department, in 
cooperation with the association 
of insurance companies, has 
drawn up a standard form for the 
compulsory insurance and will put 
it into force once it is printed and 
circulated. 

The new form, Mr. Ibrahim 
said, will serve as a contract and an 
insurance card. The first page of 
the form w3J indude details about 
the insured and the vehide while 
the second will include details 
about tiie provisions, terms, con- 
ditions and responsibilities of the 
company under the new insurance 
regulation. 

All cars operating in Jordan, 
including foreign cars and transit 
cars, will be subject to the pro- 
visions of the regulation, except 
non-Jordanian vehicles carrying 
the unified Arab insurance card. 
Risks covered by the new reg- 
ulation include physical injuries 
and damages, harm caused to oth- 
ers by die insured vehicle, inc- 
luding physical injuries, and 
death. 

Vehicles adjudged to have cau- 
sed the accident shall not be ent- 
itled to reimbursement under the 
new regulation, Mr. Ibrahim said. 


Under the new regulation, the 
following provisions are made to 
beneficiaries: 

JD 5000 in case of death; 

JD 4000 for the loss of sight of 
both eyes; 

JD 2500 for the loss of both hands 
or the loss of one hand and one 
foot; 

JD 2000 for the loss of one hand 
or one foot and the loss of sight of 
one eye; 

JD 1000 for the loss of one hand 
or one foot; 

JD 5000 for permanent disability; 
JD 50 per week in case of tem- 
porary total disability for a max- 
imum of 24 weeks; and 
JD 2000 for medical expenses. 

Under the new regulation, ins- 
urance premiums have been rai- 
sed by nearly 100 per cent The 
rate for small private cars has beat 
raised from JD 10 a year to JD 20 
a year while the rate for small taxi 
cars has been raised to JD 35 a 
year and the rate for minibuses has 
been increased to JD 42. The rate 
for buses with a seating capacity of 
more than 60 passengers is fixed at 
JD 60, under the new role. 

Sudanese political

CAIRO (R) — The leader of 
Sudan’s Union Democratic Party, 
Mohammad Al Mirghani, arrived 
in Cairo Saturday for talks with 
‘Egyptian officials on bilateral ties. 
Mr. Miighani, whose party has 
traditionally advocated close ties 
with neighbouring Egypt, is exp- 
ected to meet President Hosni 
Mubarak during a week-long stay.

In an interview with die weekly 
newspaper Akhbar AI Youm, Mr. 
Ali said: “Moscow has shown no 
interest so far in the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) peace 
approach in coordination with 
Jordan and refused even to meet a 
joint Palestinian- Jordanian del- 
egation formed to discuss peace 
prospects.” 

A PLO-Jordanian delegation 
had even been refused permission 
to meet Soviet leaders to explain 
their peace approach. Mr. Ali 
said. 

“How could the Soviet Union 
have any role to play in the peace 
process in the light of this att- 
itude? They have shown no real 
interest in peace initiatives for the 
region.” he said. 

Mr. Ali said the United States, 
on the other hand, was det- 
ermined to start a dialogue with 
the Palestinian -Jordanian del- 
egation in preparation for neg- 
otiations with Israel. 

He said the Arab states' fear of 
terrorism practised by certain 
Arab governments was behind 
their reluctance to resume dip- 
lomatic relations with Egypt, bre- 
ached when it signed a peace tre- 
aty with Israel in 1979. 

He was responding to a que- 
stion on whether Saudi Arabia 
had deliberately avoided the issue 
because it might lead to an even 
wider rift among Arab countries.

manoeuvres, scheduled to begin 
Sunday. 

“If we look at the time and place 
of these manoeuvres, we will find 
them very far from any strategic 
aims " Mr. Ali said. “These man- 
oeuvres are in the interest of our 
armed forces, as they will provide 
contact with the latest procedures 
and military technology. 

Egypt’s arch rival and nei- 
ghbour Libya has sharply cri- 
ticised the manoeuvres, which the 
official JANA News Agency ref- 
ers to as ‘Tailing star." 

JANA claims the exercise 
shows that Egypt is under U.S. 
military domination and has all- 
eged that “nationalist and pro- 
gressive dements" in Egypt plan 
to attack U.S. forces. 

Responding to the criticism, 
Mr. Ali said, “whoever wants to 
criticise can criticise. But criticism 
does not change anything ... The 
manoeuvres are held to fulfill pur- 
ely technical and not strategic 
aims."

Eritrean guerrillas claim 
victory against Ethiopia 


PARIS (R) — A rebel guerrilla 
group in the Eritrea region of Eth- 
iopia has said it had “put out of 
action” nearly 4.000 government 
troops in a battle for the northern 
town of Barentu. * 

The Eritrean People's Lib- 
eration Army (EPLA), in a com- 
munique issued in Paris, said the 
Ethiopian array had made four 
unsuccessful attempts within 12 
days to recapture Barentu from 
guerrillas. 

The EPLA, military wring of the 
Eritrean People's Liberation 
Front (EPLF) backed by mod-, 
erate Arab countries, said Bar- 
entu. designated as die capital of 
the Gash-Setit province since 
1969, had been captured on July 
6 . 

The EPLF is one of three main 
guerrilla groups fighting for aut- 
onomy from the central gov- 
ernment in Addis Ababa. 

Diplomats in East Africa,' 
commenting on the report, said 
Friday night the EPLF and Eth- 
iopian government troops had 
been fighting over the past three 
weeks for control of Barentu but it 
was still unclear which side now 
occupied the town. 

They said that after nine days 


toe Ethiopian army brought in | 
heavily mechanised units with air 
support from Agordat, in the i 
north, and Areza, in toe east, to | 
recapture Barentu, a strategic 
town in the centre of Eritrea. 

The guerrilla communique said 
in Paris: “The EPLA confronted 
toe two-pronged assault at Mbg- 
olo and Mai Lam, respectively, 
and repulsed the attacks in a series 
of fierce battles on July 15-18, 
July 20-22, July 24 and July 27.”- 

It added that Ethiopian losses 
totalled nearly 4,000 — 1,823 
dead, about 2,000 wounded and 
156 captured, including a brigade 
commander and two battalion 
commanders, and that a sub- 
stantial quantity of arms and 
ammunition was also seized. 

Government officials in Addis 
Ababa, asked if the rebels had in 
fact occupied Barentu, have mai- 
n tamed that it was still under the 
control of Addis Abb aba. 

But one journalist promised a 
trip to Barentu by toe government 
said he was unable to visit the 
town and stayed in nearby Keren, 
according to diplomats kno- 
wledgeable about affairs in the 
strategic Horn of Africa region.

"Bright Star S3” is the fourth in 
a series of U.S.-Egyptian exercises 
that began in 1980. In Was- 
hington. a Pentagon spokesman 
said, some 9,000 U.S. troops 
would take part in this year’s exe- 
rcise, making it the largest in the 
Bright Star series. 

Meanwhile toe Ethiopian gov- 
ernment has condemned a 
Somali-U.S. military exercise, 
currently under way, as aggressive 
and provocative. 

A statement issued by the Eth- 
iopian Foreign Ministry and bro- 
adcast Friday night by Addis 
Ababa radio said “the joint mil- 
itary exercise encourages Somalia 
to continue its expansionist policy 
against Ethiopia and her mission 
of destruction.” 

The Ethiopian statement called 
on toe United States to refrain 
from this act and added: “As 
Somalia has continued with her 
aggression and acts of destruction 
against Ethiopia's territorial int- 
egrity and revolution. Ethiopia 
wml not view lightly this pro- 
vocative military activity carried 
out in its vicinity." The broadcast 
was monitored in Nairobi. 

Ethiopia and Somalia have 
been adversaries in toe Horn of 
Africa for centuries and last fou- 
ght a full-scale war in 1977-78. 

The week-long military exe- 
rcise, called Bright Star '85, is 
being held in Egypt and Somalia. 
The Somali Defence Minister Lt 
Gen. Mohamed Mali Samatar 
announced last Wednesday toe 
Somali part of toe exercise was 
beginning Thursday, but did not 
specify its length, location pr 
number of troops involved.

Khartoum reports 553 
children dying each day 


LONDON (AP) — An average of 
553 children are dying each day in 
the .traditionally prosperous Kor- 
dofan province in Central Sudan, 
the Tupes of London has rep- 
orted. 

The newspaper said a pre- 
liminary survey issued in Kha- 
rtoum by OxFAM, the int- 
ernational relief agency, indicates 
that almost one- third of all chi- 
ldren under five have died in toe 
region and 60 per cent of the sur- 
viving child population is suffering 
from some degree of malnutrition. 

Levels of severe malnutrition 
have risen from 15.7 per cent of 
children surveyed four months 
ago to 25.9 per cent, toe paper 
said. 

“A severely malnourished chQd 
is likely to die within two weeks of 
being measured, depending on 
whether it has complicating inf- 
ections, and nearly all do," 
OXFAM nutritionist Malcolm 
McLean was quoted Thursday as 
telling the paper. 

The Tunes reported Friday that 
makeshift camps filled with tho- 


usands of starving refugees are 
forming on the outskirts of 
Sudan’s major cities. 

Tens of thousands of farmers 
from famine-stricken western reg- 
ions are once again congregating 
in a sprawling camp outside 
Omdurman, a few kilometres 
from toe capital Khartoum, it said. 

Last March, only weeks before 
President Jaafar Nu mein’s gov- 
ernment was overthrown in a mil- 
itary coup, an estimated 20,000 
refugees were moved out of Omd- 
urmao in government trucks and 
resettled in more prosperous reg- 
ions of Kordofan in centra! Sudan, 
it said. 

Meanwhile the Live Aid appeal 
for African famine relief said Fri- 
day that it was spending $2 million 
to buy 134 trucks to transport 
food to toe worst-hit areas of 
Sudan. 

The Live Aid rock concerts in 
London and Philadelphia on July 
13 were es tima ted to have raised 
£50 million (S70 million), blit the 
accountant said an exact tally was 
wot yet available.

The British-registered 1 5, 590- 
ton. tanker British Spey, loaded 
with Saudi Arabian gas ofi had 
taken "evasive action” when att- 
acked at daybreak Thursday, esc- 
aping toe Iranian rocket which 
splashed in the waters a few met- 
res away. 

“The Stelios is too huge to have 
manoeuvred and avoided toe roc- 
ket The Iranians must have del- 
iberately fired off target This 
could mean that they are out only 
to harass,” said toe executive who - 
refused to be named. 

The Stelios, which flies the Pan- 
amanian flag, is owned by toe 
Greek shipping firm, Troodos. It 
was reported to be safely pursuing 
its southbound trip, according to 
toe shipping sources in Dubai and 
Bahrain. 


ABC TV 
employee 
kidnapped 
in Beirut 

BEIRUT, Lebanon (AP) — Sha- 
kib Hmeidan, a Lebanese emp- 
loyee of the American ABC Tel- 
evision Network, was kidnapped 
Saturday on Beirut's seaside Cor- 
. niche while en route to toe airport, 
his office here announced. Hme- 
idan, 50, operational manager for 
ABC in Beirut was en route to toe 
airport to catch a flight to toe Uni- 
ted States in an office car driven by 
a chauffeur when four gunmen in a 
blue Peugeot 504 stopped him, 
according to a colleague who req- 
uested anonymity. 

The men, armed with rifles, 
ordered Hmeidan out of the ABC 
car and into their auto at gunpoint 
They took the keys of the ABC car 
and warned toe driver, whose 
name was withheld, not to follow 
them. 

ABC employees here said they 
had no idea about why Hmeidan, 
who has worked for ABC for 17 
years, was kidnapped or who sei- 
zed him- 

He was abducted at 1 1 :30 a.m. 
(0830 GMT) on the crowded 
Rouche Corrudie, only few met- 
res from a Squad 16 anti-riot pol- 
ice checkpointjais colleagues said. 
Some 200 red-bereted police off- 
icers and 400 Lebanese army tro- 
ops were deployed in west Beirut 
on July 16 under a new Syrian- 
sponsored security plan to end 
anarchy in the Muslim half of the 
capital.

After foe meeting between 
King Hussein and Mr. Arafat, a

Arab countries, which they did not 
identify, were pursuing contacts 
with foe Algerian leaders on foe 
conference. 

Meanwhile, King Hassan’s call 
for foe summit continued to 


more support as reports 
Morocco said that 16 out of 22 
Arab League members have off- 
icially agreed to participate. The 
quorum required for convening 


the summit is 17 but last week 
King Hassan dearly indicated foe 
conference would be convened 
despite foe probable absence of 
some Arab countries.

Syria 
and foe Arab masses wfll know 
how to punish foe traitors,” foe 
government newspaper Tishrin 
said. 

Arab diplomats in Amman said 
that proponents of foe summit do 
not role out Syrian attempts to 
sabotage foe summit They did not 
elaborate on what they meant by 
“attempts.” 

The Tishrin editorial, which fol- 
lowed telephone contacts between 
King Fahd of Saudi Arabia and 
President Hafez Al Assad of 
Syria, clearly indicated foe failure 
of Saudi efforts to persuade Syria 
to attend the summit In Beirut 
Prime Minister Rashid Karami 
reiterated on Saturday that Leb- 
anon will boycott foe summit

FOR THE 73 per cent of the South African population — the black 
majority — the problem for long has been how to overthrow the 
apartheid system that has been sanctified and consecrated in a con- 
stitution drawn up by the white minority that rules the country with an 
iron fist. The obnoxious system has buffetted the blacks with imm- 
esnreable shame, indignity, stark brutal tty and racial segregation. 
Their tolerance has reached Hs peak. The floodgates of biackpower 
are now let loose with an objective of smashing the oppresave system. 
Pacifist black leaders like Nobel Prize winner, Desmond Tntn, and 
Secretary for the South African Comncfl of Churches, Beyers Naude, 
who have been trying to dm reason into the heads of the white- 
minority rulers, seem quite helpless in stemming die rising tide of 
black fhry and are predictmg a bloodbath in Sooth Africa in the near 
fittnre. Sporadic violence that has pimctnated the white-minority rale 
for the past several decades is befog transformed into a wild cry for 
revolution as a means to end the apartheid s y stem. 

For Mr. P.W. Botha and Us white-minority government, the 
problem is bow to hoodwink the black majority and perpetrate white 
dominance in the fiice of ever whfenmg socio-political cleavages. The 
inquisition of emergency in 36 cities and towns Is the latest draconian 
measure designed to achieve that end. Invokhig emergency powers 
appears a desperate step to cow down black power without reaBstng its 
latent potentialities for a aiwainerf and drawn-out straggle for pol- 
itical deliverance. This time the wolf may be around even if Mr. 
Botha’s government is deluded into believing that power comes from 
the barrel of the gun. 

For the UJ5. and some West European powers which have pam- 
pered aud Africa and shared vital trade and lucrative harness 
interests with it throngn L y«*»^ the problem is how to advise 
Pretoria to change the apartheid system of wUd! they are foe imp- 
licitly ardent votaries. Their support in the past for the radal regime 
has considerably eroded their abfltty to oppose it now both on mural 
and political grounds. In addition, foe ll-S.-Israeli- Sooth Africa tri- 
angular relationship complicates foe U.S. position aD the more. While 
France has taken a bold step in implementing economic sanction 
against South Africa, the US. and other important West European 
powers, Ike West Germany and Britain, have not done so. Their 
condemnation of the imposition of the state of emergency hi South 
Africa does not inqirove the sttnafom. What is needed of them is nut 
words of condemnation but concrete actions, as France has diown, 
which would eventually force Pretoria to efonfoatg its unjust apa» 
rthead system and begin integrating the blade majority into a new 
poltticalsytem that would not in any way uphold racial discrimination 
between Macks and whites. 

Recent trends point to a revolution already in foe offing in Sooth 
Africa. It is surprising why there is no “constructive engagement'" 
with foe writmgs already begmnmg to appear on foe wall. 


ARABIC PRESS EDITORIALS 

Al Ra’i: Unfounded allegations 


THE DAMASCUS, regime has obviously failed to dissuade other An* states 
from attending the coming Arab summit meeting in Casablanca by d aiming 
that there was no justification for that summit. Observers say this regime has 
now changed its tune and began issuing allegations that the summit was called 
for by the United States. This s ridiculous and cannot deceive the most naive 
Arab mind. How can the United States be responsible for a summit designed 
to discuss the Palestine question and the Gulf war or the ShFite attacks on 
Palestinian refugee camps in Beirut?- 

The summit has been called for to unify Arab ranks vis a vis Israel and the 
other enemies of the Arab nation, and in no way could the United Stales be 
happy about such a parley. The Syrian regime has also been daiming that the 
Jordan ian-PLO accord of Feb. U was designed as a vehicle for implementing 
the Camp David agreement, though all Arabs know that it is intended as a 
means of implementing the Fez A rab summit resolutions, which were blessed 
by Damascus itself. 

These unbalanced Syrian campaign* against the Arab countries attending 
the summit reflea dearly the confused mind of the rulers in Damascus who 
are desperately trying to find a justification for their shirking their national 
responsibility and avoiding an Arab gathering aimed at reestablishing sol- 
idarity among Arab countries. 


Al Dus tour: Racism cannot go unpunished 


IT IS rather hard for us to prase the attitudes of the United States and die 
European Community for their sanctions against South Africa as a pun- 
ishment far the Pretoria repme. This is because our region in the Middle East 
witnesses racist discrimination no less dangerous to human kind than that 
practised by tbe white minority against me African black majority. We 
witness Israel carrying out repressive measures against the Arab population • 
under its rule. 

We, of course, call on the world at large to boycott South Africa for its racist 
policies and welcome any measure directed against the white rulers of South 
Africa. But. we are rcaUv wondering about the attitudes of the United States 
and Western Europe, which sound the alarm about Pretoria's human rights 
violations and keep dosed eyes on what Israel is doing to the Arab population 
and the crimes committed against them.

Sunday’s Economic Pulse

Setting the tone for the new five-year plan 


LAST WEDNESDAY, mem- 
bers of all sectoral, regional 
and central planning com- 
mittees charged with the pre- 
paration of foe new five-year 
economic and development 
plan, were summoned for a 
directive address by Prime 
Minister Zaid Rifai and a bri- 


efing from Minister of Plant] inn 
Abdullah Nsour. 


Despite foe general nature 
of the comments offered by 
Mr. Rifai.who did not spell out 
foe exact and detailed targets 
and strategies of foe coming 
plan, foe prime minister was 
effectively setting foe tone for 
the planning process. 

Dr. Nsour h flighted the. 
financial difficulties regarding 
the expected levels of Arab aid, 
expatriates' financial rem- 
ittances and labour market. 

According to my own rea- 
ding of the address and foe 
prevailing circumstances and 
priorities of the policymakers 
m Jordan, the following points 
wDl be foe main realistic gui- 
delines for economic and social 
planning in the coining few 
years: 


1 . Growth wtD continue to be 
the main target of foe plan. The 


augmentation of foe overall 
productive capacity of foe nat- 
ional economy will be ess- 
ential, provided, however, that 
growth wfl] not be pursued at 

imbSaiS? and ^hortions in 
the structure of foe economy. 
Yes, growth is a target but not 
at any price, especially when 
that price may be a greater def- 
icit in foe trade and payments 
balances or over-borrowing 
beyond safe limits. 

2. Planning and allocation of 
resources shall be based on foe 
assumption that defence exp- 
enditure will continue at a level 
not lower than foe present one. 
Any sacrifice or compromise 
over foe defence requirements 
is ruled out even under foe 
most tough financial cir- 
cumstances, irrespective of str- 
onger pressures of other con- 
siderations on foe same scarce 
resources. The geopolitical 
position of Jordan is such that 
foe planner will have to take 
this burden into account 

3. A rab financial support 
within or without the fra- 
mework of the Arab s ummi t 
resolutions will continue to 
flow as long as our territories 
are under Israeli occupation. 


The plan win treat this source 
as dependable as long as foe 
cost of defence is beyond foe 
capability of foe Jordanian 
economy. Arab financial sup-, 
port is a collective res- 
ponsibility we cannot do wit- 
hout as lone as we have to hold 
the first defence line to protect 
Arab land and wealth. 

4. The futuristic look does 
not necessarily undermine the 
importance of evaluating foe 
past or foe relaxation of foe 
urge to correct mistakes. The 
large-scale projects established 
under die previous plans badly 
'need government attention 
and support The situation cal Is 
for the correction of their man- 
agerial, financial and f«*nir»l 
aspects to enable them to ove- 
rcome their temporary dif- 
ficulties and bottlenecks. 

Such projects must be turned 
around to foe success that was 
contemplated when they were 
planned. Restoring order to 
established projects is far che- 
aper than starting new ones 
and, accordingly, they should 
enjoy the utmost priority. 

5. The private sector has an 
essential role to play in foe 
promotion, management and 
financing . of economic ent- 


. erprises. These enterprises 
■■ should be ran on a business- 
like manner, seek profits and 
create value added. While exp- 
ecting foe private sector to cre- 
ate jobs, increase domestic 
products and strengthen foe 
economic security, we should 
not allow bureaucracy to obs- 
truct legitimate profits. Profits 
realised by successful ent- 
erprises in a competitive local 
environment or in markets 
abroad should be encouraged. 
Real economic profits should 
not be mistaken for exp- 
loitation of consumers or me 
state. 

6. Economic planning in 
Jordan is flexible. It is binding 
on foe public sector except for 
substantial alteration war- 
ranted by circumstances. It is 
discretionary to foe private sec- 
tor. We cannot possibly force 
foe private sector to invest and 
produce through orders. We 
can do that through incentives 
that convince foe investor of 
' foe feasfoflity and sufficient 
returns. The individual free ini- 
tiative should be guaranteed 
within foe framework of nat- 
ional interest The government 
- commitment to foe private sec- 
tor should bo confirmed by 


t 


more titan foe word of mouth. 

7. We have to draw on foe 
experience of other Third 
World countries which over- 
borrowed for non-productive 
purposes. In particular, our 
external economy should be 
foe focus of our planning. In 
every policy or action con- 
siderations over foe balance of 
payment should be at foe cen- 
tre of our foinking. The cou- 
ntry’s reserves of foreign exc- 
hange must be protected and 
not allowed to drop below a 
safety level. At all limes we 
should maintain sufficient res- 
erves to finance our imports, 
service our external debts and 
guarantee toe stability and tra- 
nsferability of foe Jordanian 
dinar. 

8. The next plan should int- 
roduce coherent and int- 
egrated policies in the mon- 
etary. fiscal and trading fields. 
Each policy should be given a 
defined range and be allowed 
to move within the upper and 
lower limi ts of the range. Sho- 
uld foe numbers show a dev- 
iation from the set target, cer- 
tain remedies and corrective 
action should be triggered 
immediately to bring back the 
indicator to the planned limit. 


* 9. Creating jobs is foe basic 
priority for economic and soc- 
ial planners in foe coming state. 
Unemployment is an evidence 
of failure of adopted policy. 
The Jordanian Constitution 
gave every able and wilting cit- 
izen the right to work, and cha- 
rged foe government with foe 
duty of creating productive 
jobs. 

10. Hie plan should not 
show any bias for or against an 
economic sector or another. 
The priority should be det- 
ermined in foe light of cost and 
its distribution between import 
and local expenditure, value 
added, feasibility, jobs cre- 
ation. and earning power of 
foreign exchange. The plan 
should aim .it balanced dev- 
elopment- It should not allow 
the emergence of advanced but 
isolated elands. The plan sho- 
uld give a push to the sectors 
whioi were neglected such as 
agriculture and tourism. 

In conclusion, the next plan 
should be a plan of policies to 
put the Jordanian economy on 
foe right path. Unlike the pi c- 
vious plans, it should not be a 
list of projects and huge inv- 
estments which we cannot aff- 
ord. 


Helsinki talks raise hopes fo( detente revival

HELSINKI — U.S.-Soviet talks 
in Helsinki this week have rev- 
ealed a new style in Kremlin dip- 
lomacy and prompted a surge of 
optimism about the prospects for a 
lasting East- West thaw. 

But officials from both the 
major powers have cautioned that 
beneath foe friendly smiles there 
are still profound differences on 
major issues which could slow any 
upturn in relations or even bring it 
to a grinding halt 

ILe broad grin of new Soviet 
Foreign Minister Eduard She- 
vardnadze and his easy manner in 
meetings with U.S. Secretary of 
State George Shultz and other 
Western colleagues did more than 
anything in Helsinki to raise hopes 
that detente is recovering. 

Departing from the unc- 
ompromising and often hostile 
rhetoric of his predecessor, And- 
rei Gromyko, foe new minister 
avoided propaganda blasts again sjo 
Washington and stuck to calm rea- ' 
soning in his discussions. 

The impression of a new app- 
roach to foreign affairs was rei- 
nforced by a change in Soviet inf- 
ormation policy, with senior off- 
icials not only ready to talk on foe 
record to foe press but available 
day and night for comment 

French External Relations Min- 
ister Roland Dumas said there Was 
substance behind the inpress ion 
that the Kremlin wanted to get on 


with the West, predicting it would 
show more flexibility on Eur- 
opean security issues. 

Other ministers also spoke opt-' 
imisticaUy about a rising curve in- 
East- West ties, but most added 
that foe strength of foe recovery 
would hinge on a November 
summit between President Rea- 
gan and Soviet leader Mikhail 
Gorbachev in Geneva. 

Shultz and Shevardnadze agr- 1 
eedon a basic agenda for foe mee- 
ting but the details have still to be 
hammered out in hard neg- 
otiations over the coming weeks. 

“Both sides will make sure foe 
summit is a success, but the open 
question is whether it will simply 
lead to a series of minor accords or 
firmly establish a better working 
relationship," one senior Western 
official said. 

. Both US. and Soviet officials in 
Helsinki, where the two sides met 
during a conference to mark foe 
1 0th anniversary of the 1975 
East- West detente accords, sou- 
ght to dampen press predictions of 
an imminent breakthrough in sup- 
erpower relations. 

Dumas indicated that both he 
and Shultz gained foe impression 
this was what Shevardnadze might 
have in mind. 

He said they had both detected 
signs that Moscow was preparing 
to show flexibility at foe Sto- 
ckholm European disarmament 
conference and foe Geneva che- 
mical weapons talks so that neg- 
otiations could move forward. 


Shevardnadze offered what 
some saw as an explanation for a 
gradual Soviet shift towards com- 
promise in East-West relations 
when he told foe Helsinki con- 
ference' that Moscow needed a 
durable peace to “implement its 
vast plans'’.' 

Many Western officials said 
foqr saw this as confirmation that 
Gorbachev wanted a more settled 
global dimate so that he could 
focus Soviet energies on reb- 
uilding foe country’s weakened 
and outdated economy. 

Some also added that Gor- 
bachev’s energetic and decisive 
style made it likely that he would 
in any case be ready to take the 
initiative in foreign affairs and try 
to overcome the deadlock in Sov- 
iet relations with foe West. 

Bit for foe most part foe off- 
icials remained cautions about 
what the future would hold. 

“A. lot of hope has been born in 
Helsinki, but we still have to see 
whefoetft will be justifiedby eve- 1 
nts,” one said. ■ 

Acknowledging that Shultz and ~ 
Shevardnadze had struck up a 
good rapport and bad successful 
talks, Soviet Foreign Ministry 
spokesman Vladimir Lomeiko 
added: “But don’t forget: One 
swallow does not make a sum- 
mer." 

UB. officials who briefed rep- 
orters on foe bilateral talks cau- 
tioned that they saw no significant 
changes in basic Soviet positions 
on major issues which had str-

For their part, Soviet spo- 
kesman reiterated Moscow’s war- 
ning that nuclear arms control 
talks were doomed if foe UJ5. per- 


sisted with its "star ware" Str- 
ategic Defence Initiative- 

**Even if they work out a set of 
compromises for foe summit deep 
differences will remain which 
could come back to haunt them 
and provoke a new outburst of 
tensions at any time,” one senior 
Western official said. 

But others took a more opt- 
imistic line and said they believed 
foe Helsinki talks had paved the

Zaire: 'Economy recovers’, people still suffer

KINSHASA — After years of 
chaotic decline, Zaire’s economy 
is at last showing signs of recovery 
under foe watchful eye of the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF). 

Banking and diplomatic sources 
here say foe vast central African 
state, potentially one of the con- 
tinent’s richest countries, has pus- 
hed through a series of measures 
to liberalise its economy and res- 
ults are now beginning to show. 

The dassic IMF remedies of a 
large currency devaluation, con- 
trols on government spending and 
a sharp reduction of the state’s 
role in industry, have cot the bud- 
getary deficit and reduced inf- 
lation, sparking hopes erf sustained 
economic growth after continuous 
decline since foe mid-1970s. 

Bat foe turnaround has not yet 
benefitted foe majority of Zaire’s 
32 million people, many of whom 
exist on a minimum monthly wage 
of 400 zaires ($3$), roughly half 


fo e cost of a bag of monioc, Zaire V 
staple food. 

The determination of Zaire so. 
stick to foe IMF medicine has won 
praise from foe country’s Western 
creditors. 


In April, foe IMF agreed to lend 
Zaire around S164 million to help 
Kinshasa reduce its balance of 
payments deficit to foe equivalent 
of 33 per cent of gross domestic 
product this year from about 4.7. 
per cent in 1984. 

Zaire also pledged to try to fur- 
ther curb inflation, which bad alr- 
eady been reduced to an annual 20 
per cent at foe end of last year 
from 100 per cent at the end of 
1983. 


Following a massive 80 per cent 
devaluation of the Zaire in late 
1983, foe currency is now corf-- 
vertrble and a once- flourish mg 
black market has been virtually 
eliminated. 

IMF officials and Western ban- 
ken give much of foe credit for foe 
economic revival to First State 
Commissioner (Prime Minister) 


K en g o Wa Don do, who has been 
.charged by President Mobutu 
Sese Seko with implementing 
Zaire’s austerity programme. 

In April, foe country’s official 
creditors agreed to reschedule 
part of total external debt est- 
imated at around S4.7 billion — : 
the sixth time foe Kinshasa gov- 
ernment has been forced to rea- 
rrange its payments. 

But whereas earlier res- 
chedulings at least partly reflected 
concern that pro-Western Zaire’s 
strategically valuable cobalt and 
copper reserves did not fall into 
Communist hands, there is now 
more confidence in foe country’s 
economic management 

The background to Zaire's pro- 
blems has echoes in many African 
countries — an ill-managed ind- 
ustrialisation drive based on ear- 
nings from booming commodity 
prices in the 1970s, followed by 
lavish borrowing to make up bud- 
getary shortfalls when foe boom- 
ended. 

' And while many nations from 


’ Senegal in the west to Tanzania in 
the east are opening up their nat- 
ionalised industry sectors to Wes- 
tern capital, the flamboyant Mob- 
utu has typically ensured Zaire 
privatizes with a difference. 

- Zaire is one of the few black 
African slates to have diplomatic 
relations with brae! and earlier 
this year Israeli businessman Leon 
Tanunan pledged to invest $400 
million in three major Zairean 
state-owned sectors this year and 

next. 

Under a protocol signed with 
Kengo, Zaire agreed to cede 40 
per cent of its stake in the national 
airline Air Zaire, foe Zairean mar- 
itime company and foe central 
medical and pharmaceu tical -- 
depot to Tamman. 

Tam man’s investment pledge 
was the biggest by ‘an ent- 
repreneur, since Zaire won ind- 
ependence from Belgium in 1960. 

‘ Mobutu followed it up with a 
visit to Israel in May ufoen he held 
talks cm aid and trade possibilities 
with Prime Minister Shimon ■ 
Peres. 


Guadeloupe independence 
supporters still split 

after strike

POINTE-A-PITRE, Guadeloupe 
—Supporters of independence for 
Guadeloupe have succeeded in 
crippling foe French Caribbean 
island with a six-day general strike 
but their ability to wm an election 
remains in doubt. 

The stoppage was called by a 
coordinating committee of 20 
pro -independence organisations 
to demand the release of jailed 
activist Georges Faisans, who was 
freed last Monday by an appeal 
court on foe 57fo day of a hunger 
strike. 

■ Groups ranging from mild con- 
servatives to extreme leftists came 
together to cam p ai g n for his rel- 
ease but admitted afterwards they 
were still far apart on many other 
basic issues. 


“We have to be reajjstic. Here 
are organisations witfi very dif- 
ferent ideas,’’ said Roland The- 
saurus, a leader of the moderate 
Popular Union for the Ind- 
ependence of Guadeloupe 
(uPLG), sitting alongside Tro- 
ts kyite leader Alex Loltia at a 
news conference. 

The separatists have so far been 
vague about their next move, but 
'several leaders said foe success of 
foe strike showed the need for 
continued cooperation between 
foe different movements in future. 

'“All one can say is font a new 
.process has started,” said The- 
sauri. 

Faisans was sentenced to three 
years in jail for wounding with a 
machete a white teacher who had 
kicked one of his black pupils. The 
separatist protest for his release 
struck a deep chord of sympathy 
‘throughout Guadeloupe's 
330,000 population. 

The gesture of a white man inc- 
iting a black was seen as a sudden, 
throwback to the days of slavery. 


This has led to considerable fru- 
stration that is not necessarily 
channeled into support for foe 
small and divided independence 
movement, which has tra- 
ditionally boycotted pedis. 

Local politics have been tra- 
ditionally dominated by foe Gua- 
deloupe Co mmunis t party, which 
accepts foe island’s present status 
and remained conspicuously silent 
during foe strike. 

However foe UPLG and its 
more hardline rival, foe Popular 
Movement for an Independent 
Guadeloupe, are widely respected 
for foeir sharp criticisms of foe isl- 
and’s social and economic ills. 


These are loudly voiced, over 
two radio stations which played a 
key role in inciting and coo- 
rdinating protest action durmg foe 
strike.

Faisans 
himself works as a teacher on foe 
outskirts of Paris.

Review conference of parties to nuclear 
non-proliferation treaty: Test for obligations

THIS YEAR we are observing the 
40th anniversary of the United 
Nations, but this year marks also 
.40 years since the first explosion 
of nuclear bond}. Throughout this 
period there were optimfetic pro- 
gnoses that the world is at a thr- 
eshold of a solution of energy pro- 
blems and there were assessments 
that humanity 'is approaching 
self-destruction. 

The interdependence of cou- 
ntries has increased and there is a 
growing awareness that only thr- 
ough joint effort and by mutual 
respect and understanding could 
better future be created. Tne ent- 
ire development of the int- 
ernational scene in the post-war 
period testifies in favour of the 
thesis that international security 
must be built by joint effort. 

Some of these issues are ref- 
lected or contained in the Treaty 
on the Non-Proliferation of Nuc- 
lear Weapons. Fifteen years have 
elapsed s nee the Treaty entered 
into force, more than enough to 
perceive and evaluate its fun- 
ctioning as a whole. 

The Second Review Con- 
ference of the Parties to theTreaty 
on the Non-Proliferation of Nuc- 
lear Weapons was not able to 
adopt a substantive document, 
'since no agreement was reached 
on the assessment of the imp- 
lementation of the Treay and on 
the methods of its farther app- 
lication. The question is whether 
in the meantime the situation has' 
changed, and if so, to what extent. 
"' The answeris expected from the 
'Hurd Review Conference which 
will be held this September in 
.Geneva. This conference is still 
more important since it is next to 
’ last Review Conference. Its out- 
come will have significant inf- 
luence on the further destiny of 
•the treaty, whose extension should 
be decided by states parties in 
1995. 

- The Third Review Conference 
prompts to recall as to what had 
led the states parties to sign the 
Treaty. The predominant reason 
on the part of nudear-weapon sta- 
tes was to prevent, by an int- 
ernational instrument, emergence 


of newpossessors of nudear wea- 
pons. Tne developing countries, in 
addition to this, were led by a vis- 
ion thatitwas necessary to halt the 
so-called vertical proliferation of 
nudear weapons, to em p h asise 
die need for nudear disarmament 
and to outline the bases of int- 
ernational cooperation in the pea- 
ceful uses of nudear energy. 

. These motives were reflected in 
different provisions of the treaty.- 
That is what males the Treaty on 
the Non-Proliferation of Nudear 
Weapons one of the most imp- 
ortant international agreements 
concluded in the post-war period 
in the field of disarmament 
The basic goals defined by the 
Treaty on the Non-Profileration 
of Nuclear Weapons are the fol- 
lowing: 

To prevent die creation of new 
military nuclear powers; to pro- 
mote international cooperation in 
the field of utilisation of nudear 
energy and in the transfer of nuc- 
lear technology for peaceful pur- 
poses; to contribute to the dev- 
elopment erf use of nudear energy 
for peaceful purposes in the states 
parties to the treaty which do not 
possess nudear weapons; to pro- 
vide that all parties, without dis- 
crimination. draw benefits from 
nudear explosions for peaceful 
purposes and, last but prpbably 
the most important, to promote 
negotiations on effective mea- 
sures for the earliest possible bai- 
ting of the nudear arms race and 
for disarmament as well as on a 
treaty on general and complete 
disarmamen t under Strict and eff- 
ective international control. 

In spite of dearly defined pro- 
visions, in die fifteen years of the 
existence of die treaty, it has bec- 
ome apparent that the int- 
erpretation of obligations differs 
between the non-aligned and dev- 
eloping countries and the- 
nudear-weapon states parties to 
the Treaty. 

Nudear-weapon states are pri- 
marily interested in a strict imp- 
lementation of provisions of the 
Treaty which pertain to*the pro-' 
vention of further horizontal pro- 
liferation of nudear weapons, as 
well as in the permanent dev- 
elopment and improvement of the 


system of control over all the act- 
ivities of non-nudear-weapon 
States in the peaceful uses of nuc- 
lear energy. This is being exp- 
lained by the need to prevent fur- 
ther horizontal proliferation of 
nudear weapons. Other pro- 
visions of the Treaty which are 
related to the transfer of nudear 
technology and die continuation 
of negotiations on nudear dis- 
armament, these states interpret 
restrictively and in feet fail to ful- 
fil. 

For that reason the non-aligned 
and developing countries parties 
to the treaty insisted, and there is 
no doubt that they wfll keep on 
doing so even more strongly, on 
the comprehensive imp-: 
lementation of the treaty and on a 
consistent respect for all obl- 
igations undertaken by the parties 
to it. The Treaty on the Non- 
Proliferation of Nudear Weapons 
can be strengthened only if all the 
set goals are implemented par- 
alelly. and not only some or only 
those for which certain parties to 
the treaty are particularly int- 
erested. 

The treaty is weakening mainly 
for die following reasons: 

Its exclusive interpretation as 
an instrument preventing further 
horizontal proliferation of nudear 
weapons; placing less importance 
to tne prevention of die vertical 
proliferation of nudear weapons 
and the continuation of the aims 
race; raising obstades to the dev- 
elopment of national programmes 
of the non-aligned and developing 
countries in the field of the pea- 
ceful uses of nudear eneigy. 

This became particularly app- 
arent at the last Review Con- 
ference and there is no doubt that 
even more attention will be dev- - 
oted to die matter at the for- 
thcoming Review Conference. 

Therefore, it is necessary that 
the Third Review Conference car- 
ries out a substantial analysis of 
the implementation of all the pro- ' 
visions of the Treaty on the Non- 
Proliferation of Nudear Wea- 
pons. 

It is particularly important to 
assess whether the treaty is being 
implemented integrally or par- 
tially. In view of the feet that in the 


meantime no non-naclear- 
weapon State has violated its obl- 
igations and produced or pur- 
chased nudear weapons, it seems 
that the issue of the imp- 
lementation of the treaty by 
nudear-weapon states is bec- 
oming ever more viable. 

According to Aitide VI of the 
treaty, nuclear powers assumed an 
obligation to continue neg- 
otiations in good faith on the eff- 
ective measures relating to ces- 
sation of the nudear arms race at 
an early date and on nudear dis- 
armament. Within the past fifteen 
years the nuclear arms race has 
not been halted, but its dim- 
ensions have been increasing eno- 
rmously. According to some, usu- 
ally reliable sources, last year 
almost 1000 billion dollars was 

spent for military expenditures. 

* 

The largest part of this sum was 
spent by the major nudear- 
weapon states. Since fee Second 
Review Conference a number of 
negotiations on the limitation of 
armaments has been interrupted 
(e.g. tripartite negotiations oa the 
comprehensive ban cm nudear- 
weapon test between fee USA, 
USSR and Great Britian). Neg- 
otiations on strategic and tactical 
nudear weapons were interrupted 
and had given no result New neg- 
otiations between the pwo leading 
nudear powers offer some hope, 
but they 'cannot change the feet 
feat in fee period between fee last 
two Review Conferences no res- ' 
ults were achieved in respect to 
the halting of the nudear arms 
race. 

Furthermore, in spite of the pri- 
orities at the tenth special session 
of fee General Assembly of fee 
United Nations, the Geneva Con- 
ference on Disarmament was not 
able to achieve an agreement oa 
these issues. Moreover, sub- 
stantial multilateral negotiations 
on these crucial issues have aot yet 
begun. The superpowers have 
continued and accelerated fee 
production and fee deployment of 
nudear weapons. The areas of 
their stockpiling are constantly 
spreading. 

At fee same time there are gro- 
unds for frequent criticism that fee 


exporters of midear technology, 
by adopting restrictive measures, 
are seriously damaging fee dev- 
eloping countries and slowing 
down their development The pre- 
text feat this is fee result of efforts 
to prevent fee horizontal pro- 
liferation of nudear weapons has 
never been acceptable. Neither 
are acceptable the polities known 
as fee London Qub guidelines 
feat are strengthening fee mon- 
opoly in fee use of nudear energy 
for peaceful purposes. 

In addition to the evaluation of 
fee implementation of obligations 
under fee Treaty on fee Non- 
Proliferation of Nudear Wea- 
pons, fee Review Conference trill 
be a pertinent occasion to det- 
ermine fee directions of action for 
an effective implementation of fee 
Treaty. 

The Review Conference would 
mean fee crossroads in fee role of 
fee treaty if some measures were 
adopted to which fee majority of 
states parties attach major imp- 
ortance. That would at fee same 
time reconfirm fee trust by which 
fee non-aligned and developing 
countries parties to the treaty 
were guided when acceeding to it 
To that end. it would be advisable 
feat 

— all states parties to the treaty, 
particularly nudear-weapon sta- 
tes should reaffirm their obl- 
igation to implement in good faith 
Artide VI of the treaty; 

— multilateral negotiations on 
nudear disarmament envisaged 
in para SO of the Final Document 
of the Tenth Special Session of fee 
General Assembly should start 
without further delay; 

— multilateral negotiations an 
the comprehensive ban on' 
nuclear-weapon tests should 
begin with fee Conference on Dis- 
armament and the three 
nudear-weapon states parties to 
fee treaty, should agree to this and 
to fee setting up of an Ad Hoc 
committee on this issue; 

— nudear-weapon states par- 
ties to the treaty should imm- 
ediately renew the negotiations on 
the comprehensive nudear- 
weapon test-ban treaty and submit 
fee results to fee conference on 


disarmament 

In addition to this, of particular 
importance for the strengthening 
of the treaty would be fee ado- 
ption of measures aimed at str- 
engthening international coo- 
peration in fee peaceful uses of 
nudear energy (to provide feat 
the benefits of nuclear energy be 
accessible to all parties; to ack- 
nowledge the increased energy 
needs of fee developing countries; 
fee need to overcome tec- 
hnological and economic ine- 
quality among states; to give pre- 
ferential treatment to the transfer 
of facilities, supply and services to 
states parties; to confirm the right 
of all countries to decide by the- 
mselves on fee peaceful uses of 
nudear energy, etc. 

In this way fee Third Review 
Conference would most directly 
contribute to the successful hol- 
ding of fee United Nations Con- 
ference for fee Promotion of Int- 
ernational Cooperation in the 
Peaceful Uses ot Nuclear Energy, 
to which fee developing countries 
rightly attach great importance. 

In brief, fee level of political 
readiness of all states parties, par- 
ticularly fee nudear-weapon sta- 
tes. to contribute to solving num- 
erous problems regarding fee role 
of the Treaty on the Non- 
' Proliferation of Nudear Wea- 
pons, would strongly influence the 
forthcoming Third Review Con- 
ference. In that sense, of foremost 
importance is to correct the exi- 
sting imbalance in the imp- 
lementation of the treaty, to rea- 
ffirm fee view feat fee halting of 
the vertical proliferation is fee 
precondition for the prevention of 
horizontal proliferation, to aba- 
ndon the use of the treaty for pol- 
itical and economic hegemony and 
to secure conditions for the pro- 
motion of undisturbed int- 
ernational cooperation in the pea- 
ceful uses of nudear energy. Only 
thus the treaty could hope to bec- 
ome universal. Otherwise, it 
would not be realistic to expect 
feat fee patience of the majority of 
States Parties will last as long as

Fate of the TWA Boeing 727 remains unclear 


BEIRUT — A month after Shfite 
gunmen freed fee last hostages 
from fee hijacked TWA flight 
from Athens, fee red-and-wbite 
Boeing which figured in the 
17-day drama is still sitting on the 
apron at Beirut International Air- 
port, unclaimed and unguarded. 

“We really don’t know what to 
do wife it,” a Civil Aviation Dir- 
ectorate spokesman at the airport, 
told fee Associated Press. 

“The owners haven’t come to 
collect it, and it just stays here.” 

TWa Spokesman David Venz, 
telephoned in New York, said, "... 
Nothing bad has happened to the 
airplane. The worst thing we’ve 
heard is that the inside was pretty 


well decorated!., we are certainly 
;• holding out every expectatkmthai 
we will get the airplane back.” 

The hijackers spray-painted 
graffiti in fee cockpitand the cabin 
saying “All our problems come 
from fee USA; we wfll not bow 
down in front of our enemies” and 
“(President Ronald) Reagan is 
number 1 terrorist.” 

• But cleaners from Middle East 
Airlines, Lebanon’s national car- 
rier which was barred by the U.S. 
govern mnet from flying to fee 
United States in retaliation for the 
hijacking, have since scrubbed off 
fee slogans. 

Airport security police say they 
have thoroughly inspected fee 
Boeing 727 for possible booby- 
trap bombs, but declared it safe. 

But maintenance engineers who 


have checked the plane and ruled 
•it is in good condition to fly say 
they fear Lebanon^ mid-summer 
humidity and salt air from fee 
Mediterranean Sea a few hundred 
yards from where it is parked 
could damage sensitive equ- 
ipment 

Airport and MEA officials bel- 
ieve TWA has not sent a crew to 
fly the plane borne because of 
fears they may be kidnapped — or 
worse. And they contend feat it 
could be blown up by Lebanese 
extremists angered by U.S. threats 
of retaliation. 

The Boeing was seized on June 
14 a routine flight out of Athens 
and was forced to fly an 13.676 
kilometre odyssey around fee 
Mediterranean before landing for 
a third and final time in Beirut 


Most of fee. original. 153- pas- 
sengers and crew, most Ame- 
ricans, were freed. Between eight 
and 14 gunmen, Amal Shfite mil- 
itiamen, joined fee three hij- 
ackers, kept the three remaining 
crewmen aboard under guard and 
scattered the others in hideouts in 
West Beirut until the June 30 rel- 
ease. 

The hostages were freed and 
flown home after U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan appealed to Syr- 
ian President Hafez Assad to use 
his influence wife Amal to release 
fee Americans. 

By Lebanese and Syrian acc- 
ounts. a deal was struck to swap 
the Americans for 735 Lebanese 
ShFites held by Israel. But while 
400 have since been freed both 
Washington and Jerusalem ins- 


isted-faere was no linkage. 

The Boeing 727, ^featured oh 
newspaper front pages, magazine 
covers and television screens aro- 
und fee world, remained behind. 

“I can tell you feat when fee 
crew left the airplane ... they felt it 
was in a flyable condition and they 
would have been willing to fly it 
out,” TWA Spokesman Venz 
said. “In fact they were all pre- 
pared to do that except the (Int- 
ernational) Red Cross... insisted 
.that all of the hostages including 
fee crew leave for Damascus tog- 
ether.” 

Mr. Venz stressed that he was 
reluctant to say mud) about the 
plane or efforts by TWA, directly

Boeing. * 

But he saidfeat “the most likely 
scenario” following fee retrieval 
of the Boeing would be for it to fly 
to Athens for a preliminary check 
before it roes on to Kansas City, 
where TWA has its main mai- 
ntenance facility. 

Asked who was in control of the 
plane, he said, “That’s very dif- 
ficult to say because it’s kind of 
difficult to say who’s in charge in 
Lebanon.” 

After fee hijacking, one of 12 
involving Beirut airport in the past 
year, a Syrian-sponsored peace 
plan for west Beirut called for the 
expulsion of rival militiamen from 
fee terminal and tighter security 
restored to the bands of the police 
and army.

TOKYO — As mayors from 24 
countries converge on the world's 
first atomic bomb target to ponder 
how they might promote nuclear 
disarmament, phone lines from 
Hiroshima will transmit the sou- 
nds of fee city on Aug. 6 to mil- 
lions of listeners around the globe. 

In recent years, activities to 
observe fee August 1945 attacks 
on Hiroshima and Nagasaki have 
been dominated by Japan’s leftist, 
and politically fractured, anti- 
nuclear organisations. This year, 
the 40th anniversary of the events 
feat signalled both the end of 
World War II and the beginning of 
fee nuclear age, the Japanese 
movement likely wjll take a back 
seaL 

The annual observances of 
A-bomb anniversaries always att- 
ract thousands of tourists, rel- 
igious pilgrims and other visitors, 
but this year’s is certain to be fee 
largest in many years. Hotels are 
booked almost solid, and hun- 
dreds of journalists from around 
the world are expected to cover 
the events. 

The mayors of Dresden, Len- 
ingrad and Amsterdam, cities 
which also were destroyed in fee 
crossfire of fee war. will be among 
64 local leaders from North Ame- 
rica. Asia. Europe, the Middle 
East. Oceania and Africa to meet 
Aug. 4-9 in Hiroshima and Nag- 
asaki. They will talk wife people 
who survived the two nuclear 
blasts and witness the cities' ann- ‘ 
ual commemorations to their 
dead. 

At Hiroshima’s ceremony. 
Mayor Takeshi Araki, himself an 
A-bomb survivor, will offer a 
peace declaration from near Gro- 
und Zero. Prime Minister Yas- 
uhiro Nakasone will speak and 
1,500 doves will be set loose. 

An expected 55.000 wDI be lis- 
tening at the Peace Park, including 
American composer-conductor 
Leonard Bernstein, actor Jack 
Lemmon, Supreme Soviet mem- 
ber Lev A. Kulidjanov, and Jan 
Martenson, U.N. assistant sec- 
retary general for disarmament. 

A local broadcasting station will 
feed excerpts of the event via tel- 
ephone to fee national bro- 
adcasting systems of East and 
West Germany, Australia, New 


Zealand, Argentina. Mexico. 
Colombia and Finland. 

Lawrence Wiig. fee Hiroshima 
resident who launched the phone 
project, said private org- 
anisations. including about 30 
U.S. groups, will also tune in to fee 
event. Although there have been 
no Soviet, Chinese or French req- 
uests, he said, translations have 
been prepared for possible use. 

The most important sound at 
8:15 a.ra. on Aug. 6(23:16 GMT 
Aug. 5) will be a minute of silence 
— recalling fee instant 40 years 
before, when the U.S. Army Air 
Force B-29 “Enola Gay" dro- 
pped a radium-based bomb, filling 
a clear summer sky wife a brilliant 
flash and a mushroom cloud that 
would come to symbolise nuclear 
war. 

Estimates of fee number killed 
in the blast and the immediate aft- 
ermath have ranged from 78,000 
to 140,000, according to various 
sources. Hiroshima city officials 
give a figure of 1 1 9,000. 

A major reason for the unc- 
ertainity is that it isn't known how 
many soldiers, Korean labourers 
and prisoners of war were in Hir- 
oshima, a key military centre that 
was previously untouched by 
bombing. 

The same is true of Nagasaki, 
where 27.000 to 70,000 people 
are estimated to have been killed 
by the second bomb, a 
plutonium-based device dropped 
on Aug. 9, or in the weeks feat 
followed. 

Over fee following five years, 
an estimated 340,000 died from, 
radiation poisoning and other eff- 
ects of exposure to the blasts, acc- 
ording to fee authoritative Kod- 
ansha Encyclopedia. 

On fee evening of Aug. 6, Ber- 
nstein will lead 400 musicians 
from 14 countries in playing his 
third symphony, “Kaddish," 
which he describes as“aprayerfor 
fee dead, yet one which literally 
speaks not of death but of life, of 
peace, and of sublime praise.” . 

Hiroshima and Nagasaki today 
show only hints of their sudden 
devastation — the skeleton of 
Hiroshima’s industrial promotion 
hall and fee burned stone of Nag- 
asaki's Uraka ml Cathedral — and , 
reflect instead Japan’s spectacular ( 
postwar renewal. 

Hiroshima, now a city of one • 
million, nearly three times as in 
1945, is a major industrial centre.

AMSTERDAM — Try to have a 
quiet drink at one of Amsterdam’s 
many outdoor cafes, and- chances 
are good that your reflections will 
draw bombastic musical acc- 
ompaniment from one of this 
.city’s street organs. 

Like it or not, fee persistent 
organ grinders demand pay, or 
they’ll stay, rattling feeir brass, 
cups for tips in fee last major Eur- 
opean city where pipe organs still 
compete wife fee din pf traffic. 

“The rattling in the face is a bit- 
off eosive, but the organ grinder 
belongs to our streets. It’s part of 
our folklore. It's . so typically 
Dutch,” organ expert Huub Bla- 
nkenberg told fee Associated 
Press recently. 

For more than a eennny, Dutch 
organ grinders have been combing 
the crowds for coins, while (heir 
massive instruments bellowed out 
brassy tunes. 

\ The Dutch organ grinder is one . 
of the Iasi vesrives of a pedlar- 
based economy feat served fee 
•Netherlands before the age of the 
automobile and mass transh. . 

In those pre-video times, the 
organ grinder was often the only 1 
source of musical entertainment, 
and was accompanied by family 
members and performing animals 
on Ins rounds. 

Today the monkey is gone and 
fee organ grinder, is more of an 
independent entrepreneur, wife 
an instrument costing up to - 
80,000 guilders ($25,000) feat is 
often towed to tourist sites hitched 
to his luxury car. 

Technically known as “book 
organs,” Dutch street organs, are 
hand-crafted instruments several 
meters long. And despite fee title' 


of “organ-grinder” feat feeir ope- 
rators claim, most are motor- 
powered. 

The notes are selected via a fol- 
ded cardboard band or “book” 
which feeds through fee mec- 
hanism, and is perforated like a 
player piano roll. 

The bellows feat force air thr- 
ough theorgan pipes also activates 
puppet musicians mounted on the 
oigan. 

There are about 200 com- 
mercial organ grinders in Holland, 
according to Blankenberg, spo- 
kesman for fee National Organ 
Museum in fee historic Dutch city 
of Utrecht, where one of Europe's 
largest street organ collections is 
exhibited. 

And the tourist city of Ams- 
terdam has the largest number in 
daily service. 

In addition, there are hundreds 
more affidonados throughout the 
Netherlands who take to fee str- 
eets for the pure joy of their art. 
Others keep book organs in their 
homes for feeir own enjoyment 

Peter Pluer quit his job as a 
house-builder to tyke np organ- 
grinding, and has been playing the 
streets of Amsterdam six days a 
week for fee past six years. 

- Mr. Pluer. 36, considers himself 
a “lover of fee organ, and fee 
money. 

“It’s my hobby, I like the music 
but it’s no easy life, it’s hard 
work,” said Mr. Pluer, who ref- 
used to reveal his income, but 
admits to living “comfortably” off 
fee coins he collects from 


He also sells cassettes of fee 
music played by his organ, the 
“Lady of hearts’’. 

Mr. Piuefs relative openness is 
. fee exception rather than the rule, 
-since organ-grinders are not- 
oriously close-mouthed about 


business matters. 

An organ grinder’s income is a 
touchy matter, says organ expert 
Blankenberg, because the inf- 
ormality and mobility of the bus- 
iness laid themselves to tax eva- 
sion. 

In an attempt to keep organ art- 
istry from becoming a public nui- 
sance, fee city government has 
limited organ grinders to playing 
in one place for more than 10 
minutes on some streets. 

Even so, cafe owners have been 
known to pay organ grinders to 
move on. 

“Not everyone finds organs 
nice. Some just don’t like fee 
music,” conceded Mr. Pluer, alt- 
hough the organs have rep- 
roductions to suit all tastes, ran- 
ging from Viennese waltzes to fee 
theme from fee poppet show. 

“Street organ music has always 
been current,” explained Mr. Bla- 
nkenberg. “Even in 1900 fee 
organ grinder took care to play all 
the recent top hits.” 

The organ historian contends 
that even now, street organs pro- 
vide valued entertainment, and 
said that “if I walk through a 
Dutch city on a Saturday and don’t 
hear an organ, then there’s som- 
ething wrong.” 

' In fact, during fee greatest 
modem calamity to befall fee 
Netherlands, fee five-year Ger- 
man occupation during World 
War EE, fee street organs were sil- 
enced by Nazi edict. 

They were victims of fee ban on 
street gatherings imposed by fee 
Nazis, who found fee . coin- 
scrounging image of fee organ gri- 
nders intolerable, according to 
Mr, Blankenberg. 

Btit in 1945, fee street organ 
came out of wartime hiding, and 
quickly reestablished its do ro- 
mance over Curbside con EisatL

“The King of Lighthouses and fee 
Lighthouse of Kjngs” is the nic- 
kname of fee majestic lighthouse 
standing at fee entrance of fee 
Gironde estuary (in fee South- 
West of France, formed by fee 
meeting of fee Garonne and Dor- 
dogne Fivers) on the tiny islet erf 
Cordouan. Inis is a lighthouse 
wife a long history and a rich arc- 
hitecture Much has been listed as 
a historical monument 

The Gironde has always been a 
greatly frequented estuary and 
Bordeaux has always been a busy 
port But fee.moufe of this estuary 
ts a rather dangerous area for mar- 
itime navigation. It appears feat 
. right from fee 10th century, a 
fire-tower ( 1 ), fee ancestor of the 
modem lighthouse, was erected 
on this thy islet just at fee ent- 
rance of the estuary. This pri- 
vileged site was to be named the 
Isle of Cordouan a few decades 
later. 

At fee time, there was a lot erf 
traffic between fee caliphate of 
Cordova in fee south of Spain, and 
Bordeaux. In addition to general 
trade, fee famous wines of Bor- 
deaux were above all exchanged 
for fee no less famous worked lea- 
feer and skins of Cordova. Several 
ships were wrecked at fee mouth 
of fee Gironde. The wealthy Bor- 
deaux merchants and some big 
Cordova traders joined financial' 
forces so as to enable a new fire- 
tower to be built. This is probably 
fee origin of fee name of feelsledf 
Cordouan, given to that most con- 
veniently placed rocky pro- 
montory at fee entrance of fee 
estuary. 

At fee end of fee 16th century, 
fee town of Bordeaux, whose port 


activities flourished more and 
more, decided to build a proper 
lighthouse on fee isle of Cbr- 
. douan . The job was givea to Louis 
de Foix, a famous architect of fee 
time, and fee order cost 38,000 
gold ecus. In March 1 584, the first 
stone was laid in fee presence of 
Michel Eyquem de Montaigne, 
the mayor of Bo rdeauxat feat per- 
iod. 

Louis de Foix had imagined a 
real masterpiece and had drawn 
up bold plans. Fortifications sev- 
eral metres high surrounded fee 
base of the ligh thouse which had a 
diameter of 41 metres. The lig- 
hthouse, which was built of large 
stones, became narrower as it 
went up, but it st31 readied a hei- 
gh t of nearly 40 metres. Ithad four 
levels. 

On fee ground floor, there was a 
suiteof rooms which could be used 
for accommodation or as a store. 
The vast room On fee first floor, 
which was sumptuously dec- 
orated, was named “fee king’s 
apartment”. The two re maining - 
levels were devoted to a mag- 
nificent chapel wife a fully semi- 
circular dome and wooden pil- 
asters. Above these four floors,, 
fee lantern of the lighthouse pro- 
per was built completely of gra- 
nite, to house the fire. It consisted 
of eight cut-stone arches wife a 
duct oa top to allow fee smoke to 
escape. The interior decorations 
of the Cordouan lighthouse were 
particularly fine, wife marble, 
wood-panelling, stucco sculptures 
.and gilded paintwork. These were 
maMy inspired by Greek arc- 
hitecture and notably fee Doric 
and Cormthian style. 

Thwarted and slowed down by • 
financial difficulties and political 
and religious problems of fee

time, fee building of this arc- 
hitectural masterpiece took more 
than a quarter of a century. The , 
lighthouse began operating in 
April 1611. 

In 1789, fornavigational needs, 
fee top floor and fee lantern were 
demolished to make way fora con- 
ical summit increasing fee' height 
of fee lighthouse to some sixty 
metres. It w& then lit by 80 lamps 
wife Sat wicks giving off a lot of 
smoke. Louis de Fore’s work was 
feus spoiled, but fee main part, the 
first three floors, had been kept. 

After World W$rII, other more 


perfected means of signalling all- 
owed maritime traffic in the Gir- 
onde to be safer. The Lighthouse 
and Maritime Sim ailing Aut- 
horities thus abandoned the Gor- 
douan Tower. In 1862, at fee 
same time as Notre- Dame Cat- 
hedral in Paris, it was listed as a 
historical building- Thus, in 1980 
it became a part of France's cul- 
tural heritage. However, the 
“King of Lighthouse” was no lon- 
ger in good repair. It had suffered 
from the ravages of time, not only 
from fee very corrosive waves and 
sea air, but also from the damage 
caused by mass tourism in fee last 


twenty years. It took a regional 
press campaign and strong lob- 
bying of local authorities for fee 
French land registry and property 
office to undertake its restoration, 
which is today in progress. A mus- 
eum of Cordouan has been ope-" 
ned in fee lighthouse at fee Pdinte 
de Grave, and, from there, boats 
can take tourists around the Cor- 
douan lighthouse. Pefeaps fee lig- 
hthouse will shortly be opened to 
fee public, but wife strictly reg- 
ulated visits. But, at any rate, 
Louis de Fore’s architectural mas- 
terpiece has been saved — Radio 
France Internationale.

Prix meeting Friday night. 

Coe, running in obvious pain 
after suffering a muscle spasm in 
his right buttock, fought bravely in 
the finishing straight but could 
manage only second place behind 
Switzerland’s Pierre Deleze. Del- 
ete clocked a creditable 3 minutes 
56.70 seconds in cold, windy con-

Coe, who clutched the back of 
bis thigh after only 300 metres, 
was in obvious trouble for the 
remainder of the race. 

At the bell he was struggling in 
seventh place and although he 
accelerated briefly half way thr- 
ough the final lap Coe again fell 
back and only a final surge cli- 
nched his second place. 

Afterwards Coe said he had suf- 
fered the injury before and his fat- 
her and coach, Peter Coe, told 
newsmen there was obvious doubt 
over the Briton's participation in 
the European Cup in Moscow on 
August 17-18.

Most speakers also called for 
greater Latin American unity to 
press for better conditions from 
the foreign bankers who fear that 
Western finance would collapse if 
Mr. Castro’s ideas were put into 
practice. 

“Latin America cannot repay 
the debt because it is now simply 
incapable of doing so." said for- 
mer Ecuadorean Vice President 
Mr. Leon Roldos who added poi- 
ntedly that the region “should not 
fall into the trap of anti- 
communism or division." r 


Report sees continued 
U.S. economic growth 


WASHINGTON (R) — Rep- 
ublicans on the Congressional 
Joint Economic Committee Fri- 
day predicted continued strong 
U5. economic growth and urged 
the federal reserve to support that 
growth with stable monetary pol- 
icies. 

“We can anticipate a very 
strong economy for foe balance of 
1985 and for 1986.” the nine 
Republicans on the committee 
said in their mid-year economic 
review report. 

The nine Democrats on the 
committee did not publish a rep- 
ort 

The Republicans said the Fed- 
eral Reserve (Central Bank) 
monetary policies should acc- 
ommodate continued economic, 
growth, short of renewing inf- 
lation. 

They said fluctuating polities 
hurt growth by creating unc- 
ertainty in financial markets. 

“There is widespread agr- 
eement that monetary policy sho- 
uld be stable. The Federal Res- 
erve's current method of con- 
ducting monetary policy does not 
contribute to monetary stability. 
A policy that is subject to unde 
swing? and reversals Is — in truth 
not a policy a tall.” foe report said. 

The report also recommended 
more action by Congress to reduce' 
the federal budget deficit, tax ref- 
orm with priority given to enc- 
ouragement of capital formation 
and pressure by the United States 
on its trading partners to remove 
trade barriers. 

Committee member Mr. James 
‘ Abdor, a South Dakota senator. 


said there were good signs for a 
continued economic recovery. 

'‘Interest rates, while still 
high, ars stable or declining. Inf- 
lation shows no sign of increasing. 
Consumer debt is at a manageable 
level and inventories are in an acc- 
eptable range,” Mr. Abdor said in 
a statement. 

The White House Council of 
Economic Advisers recently low- 
ered the expected growth rate of 
the U.S. economy this year from 
3.9 per cent to three per cent, but 
. the committee Republicans said a 
four per cent growth rate in the 
last half of 1985 and in 1986 was 
possible. 

“Is a four per cent growth path 
attainable? We believe foe answer 
is yes — if inflation and interest 
rates do not get out of hand. There 
are no signs of a recession on foe 
horizon,” foe report said. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. une- 
mployment rate remained at 7.3 
per cent in July for foe sixth con- 
secutive month, foe Labour Dep- 
artment said Friday. 

But a department report con- 
tained few encouraging signs of a 
pick-up in growth after weakness 
in foe eoonomy during foe first six 
months of 1985. 

A total of 8.5 million Ame- 
ricans were out of work last month 
from a civilian labour force of 1 1 5 
million. 

Employment outside the farm 
sector rose by 243,000 jobs in July 
but the number of manufacturing 
jpbs rose only 12,000, foe dep- 
artment saicL 

Hie jobless rate has not cha- 
nged since it fell from foe January 
rate of 7.4 per cent. * - .- . 


Peru devalues currency 

LIMA. Peru ( AP) —The new government of President Alan Garcia 
has decided to devalue the Peruvian sol by 12 per cent and freeze it 
fo e government news agency Andina reported Friday. 

“It is not possible to continue with foe present system of mini- 
devaluations,” Andina quoted prime minister and minister of foe 
economy Mr. Luis Alva Castro as saying. “This has been foe dearest 
sign of foe instability of costs. For that reason we have decided on a 
devaluation of 12 per cent and freezing, foe basic price at that level”. 
The sol as devalued 250 per cent against foe dollar in foe past 12 
months. 

Mr. Alva Castro did not give foe 1 exchange rate at which foe 
Peruvian currency would be frozen, but the last day foe official 
exchange rate was quoted was on July 26, when it was listed at 12,430 
sols to the dollar. 

Prime Minster Alko repeated that foe government was freezing 
dollar accounts for 90 days. He said depositors would not be able to 
withdraw their doDais automatically at foe end of that time but would 
have to prove they needed dollars for legitimate purposes.
